typewritten and is illustrated with

Little

creek as a source of supply than was 
the preliminary report. 
The report sets worth in detail the 
possibilities of the creek as a source 
of water supply and describes where 
the reservoir, the dam and the clear­ 
water reservoir should he located, and 
gives estimates of the expense of con­ 
structing the several parts of a grav­ 
ity system of water works on 
the 
creek. 
The superior quality of the 
creek water as compared with that of 
the river is pointed out. 
Mr. Chapin's estimates of the cost 
of building the gravity system on the 
creek are as follows: 
For main dam 
and reservoir. $25,590; clear water res­ 
ervoir, $22,500; pipe lines and appur­ 
tenances, $68,275; roads and telephone 
lines, $1,000; engineering and inspec 
Hon, $5,035; total. $122,400. 
The report includes an additional 
Item of $8,500 for a high 
service res- 
Bailey’s 
run, 
which 
the 
is not necessary, and 
that item will be cut out. The board 
is of the opinion that about $117,000 
will build the system. 
The report states that with the ad­ 
ditional high 
service 
reservoir 
on 
Bailey’s run the 
city would have 
a 
system that would supply the demands 
of a city of 20,000 people. 
It would 
furnish pure 
water without the 
ex­ 
pense of a filtration plant. 
Omitting 
the Bailey’s run reservoir the system 
will supply a city of 15,000 people. The 
board thinks that a system that will 
provide for 15 000 people is sufficient 
ft>r some time. 
Mr. Chapin estimates the dry weath­ 
er flow of water at 637,500 gallons per 
day. 
With the Bailey’s run reservoir 
this flow could be 
500 gallons per day. The Hammond 
farm, about three miles up the creek, 
is selected as the site for the clear­ 
water reservoir. 
Its capacity is to 
be 33.000,000 gallons.

The platform closes by again pledg­ 
ing loyal .'-upport to the principles of 
its declarations and to the party nom ­ 
inees.

Chairm an Hanna,

opening the convention, dwelt alm ost 
entirely upon the country’s prosper­ 
ity. urging that its (ontiuuance de­ 
pended ujKin retaining the Republi­ 
cans in power everywhere.

eulogizing his colleague in 
the senate he insisted that the com­ 
ing contest in Ohio was national in 
character.

rise to the prevailing dissatisfaction 
regarding the manner in Which gar 
baga is disposed of is tile neglect or j 
the drivers of the gartiage wagon in 
making their “collections” with neces 
sary regularity. 
The attention of San j 
itary Officer Burgess has been called I 
In a number of Instances to unclosed 
depositories, piled high with disease 
breeding offal, and allowed to remain 
is long as two weeks at a time with 
out being emptied, until the heat of 
the sun had veritably converted thejn 
into boiling caldrons of putrescence. 
Those who have been exposed to th** 
obnoxious aroma of these poisonous 
receptacles say there is a vast differ- 
ence between the smell arising there­ 
from and that coming from a field of 
new mown hay. 
The sanitary officer 
vouches for the statement that one or 
two of the swill barrels about town 
have driven dogs from the neighbor­ 
hood. 
However, it is perhaps unjust to lay 
the blame for these conditions on the 
garbage furnace people. 
While it can 
not be disputed that they have neglect 
ed in numerous cases to collect the ire*
